Edward A. Filene of Boston, chairman qf the War Shipping 


Commiltee of the United States Chamber of Commerce, of- 
fered some important, siiggestions in Washington the.other 
day relative to the speeding up of ship, building.

nized on all sides", that ships and more ships, are among;,t.he 
most pfessing'iieeds of the country today/and.there is a gen- 
eral feeling that the construction of them is not going forward 
as fast as it should. Mr. Filene says the business men of the 
country should :be made inore familiar with the situation than 
they are and that they should organize, particularly in the 
ship-building centers, to do,what l^s in their power.to speed 
up the work. -He says they should meet frequently with the 
<=hip builders and go over the problem in* way to find out-how 
they can be of assistance, as they would b^able to aid ma-i 
terially in the'way pf prpciifing materials, in improving trans- 
portation and in other ways."

The question of housing is one-of the utmost importance in 


most of the shipbuilding dehters. The, rush of business occa- 
sioned by the war hasv called in thousands of new workmen, 
many of whom are unable-to find homes for their families in 
the towns where their work' is,' wi'tli the result that they have 
to live m distant places and spend time and money in traveling 
to'and from their work. • lt;is better in all cases for workmen 
to live within a reasonable distance from the places where they 
are employed, and especially is this true of ship builders at a 
time when the work is as pressing as it is now. 


For this reason the business. men and organizations of 


Portsmouth should awake to the situation here and resolve to 
do all in their power for the betterment of conditions. All 
know what the situation is. The tush of business at the navy 
yard and the opening of the great plants at Newington and 
Freeman's P.oint have ftirnished employment to an army of 
workers, many of whom are unableto find homes here. 
It 


would be better for them and belter for Portsmouth if they 
could all live here, and it seems to this paper that an effort 
should be made to render it possible for more of them to make 
their homes in this city or itsommediate suburbs. 


.Congress has. appropriated $50,000,000 for (he construc- 


tion of homes for shipbuilders, and,-as Ibis paper pointed out a 
few."days ago, it would seem to be in order to attempt to.have 
something; in

If-the .business men of th'e

direction it.is not only possible, but highly probable,-that grati- 
fying results would follow, results that would be of the great- 
est benefit to the contractors, the .workmen, the city and the 
government.
